He descrilbes her
woneral appearnnee and her clothing
and Indentitied a photograph of Mrs,
Luetgert the woman he =aw, On
crose examination by State's Attorncy
Deneen, withess Sholey at first fixed
the welght of the woman he saw at
130 or 140 pounds. Then he hesitarod—
anid he had got mixed vp—and remark-
ed that the woman weighed 115 to 118
pounds which wnas about Mre. Luet-
gert’'s welght, This hesitation and cor-
rection was made much of by the pro-
secution which intimated that it in-
deated that Sholey had forgotten the
welght that probably had been told
him at first, Policemnan Henry Feld-
shuw, of Kenoshn, Wis, testificd that
he gaw a strange woman In the police
sintion of his town on May 3.

FREEDOM NEAR

Year of Pllrlnl!c Work Ends in Grand
Results,

PRESIDENT  ALLEN'S ADDRESS

He Reviews the Work of the Past
Yenr and Expresses the Opinion
That the Hour of Emnncipation Is
nt Hand==Scnor Valernyn Former
Minister, Thinks That Americn Will
He Just,

New York, Sept, 28, —~President Ethan
Allen, of the Cuban league of the
United Btates, today igsued the follows-
Ing address to the members of the
league:

‘A year of patriotle work I8 about to
end In grandest results, Last spring
nearly every governor of this republie,
at our request, hacked hy the leglsla=
ture of his stote, spoke for Cuban in-
dependence. Many hundreda of thou-
sands of citizens, responding to the ap-
peal of this ledgue, have made It mani-
fest that public opinion Is on the slde
of the Cuban insurgents and hostile
to thelr oppresgsors, Now the hour of
emancipation for Caba 18 at hand. The
commending voice of the nation has at
last reached the executlve. Though
the delay hag been much too long, still
the retribution at hand will excuse past
delinguency.  Our minister In Spaln,
with patriotic pregident behind him,
will do that which shall goon end the
murder, plunder and medineval ty-
ranny In Cuba, preceding its certaln
entry into the list of free and sovereign
#tites, This nation Is ready with guns
and men, If necessary., Every member
of this league should be alert to up-
hold the president In such & polley,
Let all, when the moment comes, say
to bl All diviglons end it the water's
edge' "

Madrid, Sept, 25, —Senor Valeran, for-
merly Bpanish minlster at Washington,
publishes an artlele on the Cuban gltu-
atlon in the courts, of which he says
that certain advantages were accorded
to American subjects In 1877, as the
result of the declaration of the Span-
ish foreign minister; but as these were
not ratified by the' chamber, the gov-
ernment, he declared, ean annul them.

Senor Valera adds: “The majority
of self-styvled American cltlzens who
clalm Indemnity are not, according to
American law, legitimate cltizens, but
Cubans who employ this method to
obiain Indemnities, It is to be belleved
that the Americon nation will end by
duing justlee to Spain.”

TROUBLE WITH INDIANS,

Tho Bannock Bucks Do Not Believe
in Compuolsory Educntion.

Washington, Sept, 23.—According to
a report received by the commissioner
of Indlan affairs, from Licutenant
Hall, acting agent for the Indians on
the Fort Hall reservation In Idaho, a
lively skirmish took place recently be-
tween the Indian polive amd about
geventy-five of the young Bannock
bucks. The encounter grew out of an
effort on the part of the police to re-
store a young Indinn girl to the agency
gchool, which she had left without per-
misslon of the school authorities. The
bucks were not successful, but they
beat some of the police quite badly be-
fore the latter nccomplished their work
of returning the girl to her place In
the school.

The officers found themeselves unable
to arrest the Insubordinate bucks, and
Licutenant Irwin asks the detall of
A troop of cavalry to the agency for

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FATE OF A MISSING BARK.

The Terrible Experience of the Crew
of the Norweginn Bark Seledon.

Ban Franclsco, Sept, 23.—The story
of the fate of the missing Norweginn
bark Seledon was  conflrmed today
upon  the arrival of the steamship
Moana from Sydney.

The Beledon left New Castle, N, B.
W,. on July 13, 1866, for Honolulu with
® cargo of copl, On the night of Au-
gust 7, at 1180 o'clock the vessel struck
Stoarbuck island  while runing at «n
gpeed of seven knots, and fifteen min-
uteg later four feet of water was re-
ported In the hold and two bonts were
launched with crews of elght men
each, After laying by the vessel un-
til daylight, Captain Jeger declded to
make for Maden lsland, which he reck-
oned to be two days sall. Having
mothing but n chart compass, howaver,
the boat missed the island and at-
tempted to make Christmas Island but
missged that also, They then ran be-
fore the wind for eleven days, On Aue
gust 18, the gig capsized and all its oc-
cupnants except Chlef Officer Kels Nel-
son, who was drowned were picked
up by the other boat, Captain Jeger
died of exhaustion on August 24 and
was burled. On the twenty-third day
out, August 30, the fourteen men di-
vided thelr last plece of meat, five
pounds, which lasted three days, Mean-
time they were dependent upon occas-
lonnl showers of raln for their water
supply, For six more dayvs they salled
on, too weak to move and when all
hope had been glven up thelr hoat ran
upon the reef of Sophin 1slands and
cast them ashore, Fortunately they
were picked up by natives who treat-
¢d themn with the utmost kindness, but
the ship's carpenter, T. Ulsen, dled
from the result of his exposure a fow
daye later, After subslsting upon coc-
oanuts, turtle and seabird for ten
months and ten  days, the steamer
Clyde, bound for Auckland, wns sight-
ed and Captain Gallagher took the
shipwrecked men to Fijl, where they
were transferred to the bark Elden
